REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
TOWN OF SIDNEY—1944 


Greetings: 

Another year has passed—a year of hard work and sor- 
row for most of us, a year of constant struggle to maintain 
our service to you in spite of a depleted staff and travel re- 
strictions. Our goal is better service to your community 
and this service will only reach its peak when the local 
Health Committees are better organized and more active! 
The community and nurse together can meet the health 
needs more adequately than the nurse working alone. 

The following is a report of the work done for the year 

1944: \ 

18 working days have been spent in giving service to 
your community. This time was spent in home visits to 
expectant mothers, infants and pre-school children, teach- 
ing the value of good diet, regular medical attention to pre- 
vent illness and to insure good mental and physical health 
for each individual. Tuberculosis follow-up work comprises 
part of this program, also. When conditions were found 
that necessitated it. Crippled Children’s Services under the 
auspices of the State Bureau of Health were made available 
and have been used to good advantage. 

No Child Health Conferences for the examination and 
immunization of the infants and preschool children have 
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been held and we feel that this Service is very valuable. 
This is an excellent goal for the coming year and definitely 
points to our need for a strong Health Committee. 


For our schools this year, we are planning to repeat the 
Audiometer Test for hearing and the Tuberculin Test, both 
of which are very essential. 


In conclusion, let this then, be our aim for the year 1945, 
Better Health Committees! Better Service!

3. This form of government appears to be too expensive 
for this town to assume the financial burden by itself at the 
present time.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Sidney: 


I herewith submit a report of the condition and progress 
of the schools for the fiscal year ending February 10, 1945. 
This report includes a statement of the receipts and ex- 
penditures in the three accounts, the budget recommenda- 
tions for the coming year, and items of general interest. 


Six schools have been maintained during the past year, 
three for primary and three for upper grades. The teach- 
ing staff has remained the same, with the exception of the 
employment of Mrs. Wenona Goff to fill a vacancy in the 
Longfellow School. Each school has had the services of a 
teacher with several years of satisfactory experience. 


The enrollment by grades and schools is shown by the 
following tables:

Attendance on the part of most pupils has been reason- 
ably good. Some time has been lost on account of scarlet 
fever and winter travel conditions, and must be made up 
before the close of the spring term in June, in order to qual- 
ify for Equalization Aid. 


An article in the warrant that is deserving of special con- 
sideration is one asking for an appropriation to create a 
school building fund. Although it is impractical to build 
at the present time, the committee believes that it is the 
opportune time to start such a fund. There is a strong pos- 
sibility that some State and/or Federal funds, or private 
donations, may be available for school building purposes in 
the post war era, and if the town has a fund available it 
might be possible to secure such aid and erect a modern 
building without delay and excessive taxation. As a ma- 
jority of the present buildings do not meet standards of ap- 
proval, and it is certain that a building program must be 
undertaken after the war emergency is over, it would ap- 
pear to be an excellent policy to start a building program 
now that would provide for future needs. 


The regular budget estimates have been made after a 
careful analysis of the estimated expenditures for the com- 
ing fiscal year. There has been an increase in nearly every 
item of expenditures and it has been found necessary to ask _ 
for $500 more in the School Fund Account. The Repairs 
and Superintendence accounts have been combined and one 
appropriation can be made for these purposes. The Town 
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Budget Committee has approved the School Committee’s 


recommendations. 


In closing this report I wish to express my appreciation 
to the Selectmen, School Committee and all others who have 
contributed in any way to the operation of the schools.
